AN INTERESTING INDUSTRY. 


Ths 
Art of Preparing 
Diamonda 
tor 
the J eweler. 
Among the many industries of Am­ 
sterdam one of tli-e most interesting 
as well as the most iinportaiu-is that 
of diamond cutting and 
polishing. 
T hough an unk nown art until the iii- 
teeiilh century, it 
ha s since tha t time 
flourished greatly, until now at the 
present day there are no less than (12 
iirms registered as diamond compa­ 
nies in this great city. 
Wishing to see and study the prac­ 
tical work ing of this industry, we de­ 
cided to pay a visit to a factory. 
Here ooO to 400 work men are con­ 
stantly employed, most of them in the 
delicate work of diamond polishing. 
W hen the diamonds arrive first in 
Amsterdam they are in 
tlie 
same 
rough uncut state as they were when 
fouiul in the South African mines. 
Itefore reaching their highly polished 
state they have to pass.through three 
cparale and (lisiinct processes— the 
processes of diamond splitting, dia­ 
mond cutting and diamond polishing 
and when these are accoinpiislied

the stones are ready for the jeweler. 
T he first process consists simply in 
splitting the rough diamonds (con­ 
taining flaws) into several pure llavv- 
less ones, and in this work 
12 men are 
constantlv em 
— 
We visited one of these work shops, 
wlicre we found three men engaged 
in splitting diamonds as they sat at a 
small table, on which fell the light 
from two windows. 
One of the men 
talk ed English exceedingly well, and 
gave us many interesting details of 
this ])articular ]^rQC*C'?s, in whicli no 
machinery is used. 
Pulling op<m a 
small drawer in the wooden table he 
showed us beautiful uueiit diamond-, 
all still in the rouah state. Then we 
watched the actual ‘‘splitting'’ proc­ 
ess it.-elf. At first sight it look s a sim- 
j)le one. but we soon discovered that 
it needs great sk ill en the part of ilte 
work men. 
A small wooden tool is held in tin* 
left hand, into wliicli a rough jlia- 
inond has been iirmly ‘^waxed 
at 
the lop. Piece? of the waxlik e cement 
lie conveniently near on ilie tahde and 
as a glass jet is always bunting there 
the necessary heat is easily supplied. 
In the right hand of the work man a 
similar tool is held, the top consisting 
also of a diainoiid, which later on is to 
act as a k nife in splitting the rongli 
diamond held in the other liand. 
Probably most of my readers, k now 
iliat nothing but a diamond will cm a 
diamond, and so the diamond is ex­ 
tensive! v employed in all 
the 
dia­ 
mond-cutting factories in 
A m ster­ 
dam. 
A Slone of 
100 k arats can he 
split in 15 minutes by sk illfully press­ 
ing one diamond against the other 
on the spot where a flaw occur?, tlie 
diamond in the right hand being useo 
as a k nife. 
Where a flaw occmrs a 
split soon tak es place, and the dia­ 
mond divides into two stones. Should 
tliere be raiother flaw in either 
of 
these tlie operation is again rppeated, 
until several pure, flawless diamonds 
lie on the rough wooden talile. and 
tlie first process, is successfully accom- 
pli>hed. 
The ? eco T\d process, ih.at of dia­ 
mond cutting, is also])erformed with­ 
out the aid^of macliiimry, exee])t in 
the case of the larger stones. 
It was 
interesting to find that all the work 
of diamond cutting is performed b} 
D utch women and girls-. 
T w ent\ 
women are einployed for eight hoiiife 
every day, from eight a. 
m. 
nnti^ 
twelve, and then again from two p. m. 
until six'. 
Their wages vary from 
five to seven dollars a week , and the} 
certainly look a most respectable and 
capable set of work women. 
I t is wonderful to think of the 
many thousands of diamonds that an- 
nnallv pass through their liands. In 
one year alone 4 00,000 have been ciP 
in this one factory. 
D iam ond splitting and 
diamonc 
cutting look somewhat alik e, a? the 
tools are verv similar, but in realit} 
the process is not the same, the great 
difference being tha t pressure is used 
in tlm first instance always on Die 
same spot, with the idea of causing 
the diamond to split into two stones; 
while in the other case it is used eq ual­ 
ly on every part of the diamond, in 
order to give it simply a round shape. 
To gain this roundness is, therefore, 
the one leading idea of diamond cut- 


inu. 
As ih.o ('iaimmds 
t-ut a tine 
dust falls from them into a wooden 
30X on tlie table, and tin? powder is 
most carefully preserved., as it is used 
argely in diamond pollíliing when 
mixed with oil. 
All the diamonds to be cut are given 
to the women in small jiack ets. <'aeh 
pack et having tlie number and size 
of the diamonds it contain- written 
plainly on the outside. After having 
once received these peack ets tlie wom­ 
en are respon-iblc for ilu ir contents. 
The work of diamond cutting is 
particularly hard and very trying to 
the eves, as some of the diamonds are 
so small that 8 00 of them only weigh 
one k arat! 
The time that a diamond 
t<ak es to cut depends very imieli on its 
size; a large one weighing ten k arats 
usually tak es from thren? to four hours, 
while the smaller ones tak e m ufh less 
time. 
T he third process., that of diamond 
polishing, 
is 
an 
important 
and 
lengthy one. 
There are ten large 
rooms in the factory entirely devoted 
to this work ,a work , too, in which ma­ 
chinery plays a large and important 
part. 
Three hundred 
and, fifty men 
are here constantly employed in pol­ 
ishing annually tliousands of 
dia­ 
monds. 
The sk illed work men sit at long, 
narrow tables with their hacKS to the 
windows, having in front of tlicm the 
small iron whceh which revolve with 
such terrible rapidity when set in mo­ 
tion by the great engine. 
Facinirthe 
window? stand apprentices and less 
sk illed work ¡nen, whose work is to 
rv- 
ccive the diamonds from Ihecuiiiug 
rooms and solder them (by aid of the 
gas jet) into the top of the small pear- 
shaped tool- of various size-, tliese 
tools being compo-ed of lead and tin.
